* sleeping. washing, etc.), Process education, general education, 
activities and Rituals, work, discipline and general behaviour, 
recreation, etc. The extent to which any of these areas is the 
direct responsibility of one or both of the child's parents, is 
left to the discretion of the High Master, taking the intentions, 
abilities and general state of the parents into account. 

‘Ip children under seven years of age will not normally take their 
meals with IP adults, but Separately, and at a different time so © 

.(that those supervising the children's meals are free to attend 
Chapter meals. (Certain circumstances may sometimes make it 
impossible to comply with this general rule. Also the rule may be 
waived at the discretion of the High Master for celebrations, feasts 
and other festive occasions.)

Just as all Processeans should be aware of the dangers of thinking 
that they are superior to other human beings, or that other = : 
human beings are to be despised, or pitied, or disowned, or in ; 
some way reduced or negated, so Processean children should, where 
necessary, be made equally aware of the dangers of thinking that 

they are superior to other children. This does not mean 

contradicting their evaluations and assessments, but helping them 

to expand their awareness and understanding. For example, to 

know the difference, particularly in themselves, between a real 
Superiority and a protested superiority concealing its opposite. 
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A. In relation to all kinds of education and activity, bese 3 e 


in mind that children absorb thıngs unconsciousiy from the 
moment they see the light of day - and most probably before A ace 
that. And they understand and absorb things ccnsciously at a 
much younger age than is normally recognised or allowed for. ~~ 
‘ If your judgement is less than perfect and you wish to err on 

the positive rather than the negative side, assume that a child 
understands unless and until he proves that he does not. The 
normal assumption is the oppasite, and because children are © 
ultra-impressionable and tend to go along with the agrcements with _ 
which they are surrounded, a general assumption that they do NOT 
understand, ıs likely to retard their development. Whereas an 


assumption that they DO, helps to accelerate it. — 
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
